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Town seeing 
spike in 
coronavirus cases

WILMINGTON — The 
Board of. Selectmen re- 
ceived updates about 
Toys for Tots, the route 
38 and Wilmington Cros- 
sing intersection, and 
the MBTA Advisory 
Board at their meeting 
last Monday night. 

They only voted on ac- 
tions: regarding licens- 
ing fees for restaurants 
in town, Liam Prig- 
more’s application to 
the USMMA, and an ice 
sculpture to be placed 
on town common. 

Wilmington — resident 
Frank West plugged Toys 
for Tots participation 
this year although they 
don’t have as many drop- 
off locations. This year’s 
Toys for Tots Coordina- 
tor for Middlesex and 
Essex County, Sergeant 
Jerald Everett, shared 
that Toys: for Tots first 


started in 1947 in Los’ 


Angeles and that Walt 
Disney created its logo. 
The pair urged folks to 
send a check, donate 
money online, go to their 
local drop-off box with 
toys, or visit yougiveg- 
oods.com/devens-ma. 

The board thanked Ev- 
erett and West for their 
efforts and creativity in 
collecting donations this 
year. 

Selectman Greg Ben- 
del said, “Despite every- 
thing going on in the 
world, it’s not slowing 
you guys down.” 

Kevin Caira specifically 
recalled and appreciated 
West organizing Toys for 
Tots in Wilmington for 
the past 24 years. 

West went on to list 
some drop-off box loca- 
tions including but not 
limited to Market Bas- 
ket, Firestone, Esposito 
Carpet, and Reading 
Cooperative Bank. In 
case there’s anyone new- 
ly in need of toys this 
year, he shared that they 
could go to www.toysfor- 
totsma.org and he thank- 
ed the board for their 
support. 

Another appointment 
that night was the stan- 
ding COVID-19 update 
from Health Director 
Shelly Newhouse and 
Fire Chief Bill Cava- 
naugh. Newhouse repor- 
ted the town had about 
100 active positives and 
more than 200 in quar- 
antine at the time. 

“We expect to see num- 
bers keep rising, espe- 
cially after the holi- 
days,” she continued. 

She encouraged every- 
one to have safe Thanks- 
giving and to keep wear- 
ing masks and social 
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distancing. 

Chairman Jonathan 
Eaton pointed out that 
100 was the highest num- 
ber of positive cases 
that the town has ever 
reached. 

“A large number of po- 
sitive cases are from 
college kids coming 
home on Thanksgiving 
break,” Newhouse said 
in response, — 

She also mentioned 
that with increased ‘tra- 
vel comes increased tes- 
ting and increased wait 
and result times. For a 
quicker turnaround, she 
recommended calling 
your Primary Care Phy- 
sician to get an appoint- 
ment. 

Fire Chief Bill Cava- 
naugh shared that the 
police and fire depart- 
ments only had two em- 
ployees in quarantine 
due to outside of work 
contact. 

Bendel asked how long 
a positive case remains 
on the list after their re- 
sult comes in. 

“Every day, the list can 
change ‘because some- 
one will come off. be- 
cause they hit the 14 or 
10-day mark depending 
on whether they’re iso- 
lating or quarantining,” 
Newhouse explained. 

Before someone can be 
removed from the list, 
they must also be symp- 
tom-free and feeling 
fine. She added that the 
governor’s color rating 
would be coming out on 
Thanksgiving, but she 
wouldn’t be surprised if 
Wilmington fell into the 
red that week. 

Several board mem- 
bers advised resident to 
have quiet Thanksgiv- 
ings so that COVID-19 
cases will start to trend 
down. 

“Now is not a time to 
tempt fate even more,” 
said Jomarie O’Mahony. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
asked everyone to be pa- 
tient and to do the right 
thing when it comes to 
following social distanc- 
ing and other state guid- 
ance. 

After that, John Gregg 
presented the changes to 
the Route 38 and Wil- 
mington Crossing inter- 
section at the request of 
Police Chief Joe Des- 
mond. The change was 
made, he explained, to 
allow more time for 
northbound and _ south- 
bound left turns into the 
two plazas. He shared 
data saying that there 
have been eight crashes 
at that intersection since 
2015. 

Caira said that he’s

Selectmen decide

WILMINGTON — The 
fiscal 2021 tax classifica- 
tion hearing took place 
last Monday night during 
the Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting. Principal As- 
sessor Karen Rassias of 
the Board of Assessors 
explained for the board 
that their vote would de- 
termine the percentage 
of the tax levy to be paid 
between residential, com- 
mercial, industrial, and 
personal property in town. 

The recommendation 
that she shared from the 
Board of Assessors was a 
classification of 1.75 per- 
cent. 

“This adoption allows 
the town to assess and col- 
lect an equitable amount 
in taxes,” Rassias said. 

The proposed shift, she 
continued, would change 
residential from paying 
over 75 percent of the 
levy to only 59 percent, 


increasing  industrial’s 
‘portion from 17 percent 
to 29 percent. She also 
said this would increase 


- residential tax ‘by an 


average of $144 and com- 
mercial tax by an aver- 
age of almost $4,000. 

The next lowest shift 
that the Board of Selec- 
men could choose, 1.70 
percent, would increase 
the commercial tax rate 
by about $2,018 and the 
residential tax rate by 
$286. Shifting to 1.60 per- 
cent would raise residen- 
tial tax by an average of 
$560. However, this would 
decrease the commercial 
rate by about $1,000. 

A. 1.50 percent shift 
would lower the commer- 
cial rate by $5,000 and 
raise residential by an 
average of $800. Rassias 
added that these num- 
bers reflect averages, so 
folks will see value chan- 
ges that may be lower or 
higher. 

She reported this year’s 


cial distancing and mask 
guidelines apply.

She also referenced da- 
ta showing that home 
values have increased by 
42 percent since that 
same year. Rassias said 
that she expects this to 
raise Wilmington’s rank- 
ing in terms of the low- 
est residential taxes in 
the commonwealth. Last 
year, Wilmington fell 48 
out of 77. 

Selectman Jomarie 
O’Mahony asked if there 
was a ranking for the 
Commonwealth by lowest 
commercial taxes, but 
Rassias could only say 
that Wilmington’s is ra- 
ther high compared to 
other towns. She said the 
Department of Revenue 
only provides that infor- 
mation on the residential 
rate and that it’s hard to 


Shawsheen Tech offers signs of gratitude 


School students have been 
busy spreading little signs 
of joy this Thanksgiving 
season. Hand-painted wood- 
en turkeys, cornucopias 
and pumpkins were creat- 
ed and mounted on posts 
and placed in surrounding 
communities in an effort to 
engage residents in a Gra- 
titude Scavenger Hunt 
campaign. 

The project is a collabo- 
ration amongst Shawsheen 
Tech educators and _ stu- 
dents, Ce by gui- 
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dance counselor Angela 
Caira. Shawsheen Tech has 
approximately 1,300 stu- 
dents enrolled in grades 9- 
12 and is located on Cook 
Street in Billerica. 

Caira said the idea first 
came to her as a way to 
fill the void of the school’s 
wildly successful Trunk or 
Treat event in October 
2019 and their annual 
open house. Given the new 
COVID climate, the school 
was unable to organize 
their events and the ab- 
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sence from their fall rou- 
tine felt a bit uncomfort- 
able. 

Caira said the idea was 
sparked “as a way to si- 
multaneously promote our 
school and engage the 
community, but I also 
wanted to somehow illus- 
trate the impact and un- 
rest that COVID-19 has 
had on all of us through- 
out the district.” 

The idea is a take on 
other themed-campaigns 
which sprouted up during 


the COVID-19 crisis such 
as teddy bear hunts or 
signs thanking front line 
workers. Through the sup- 
port .of Shawsheen’s Di- 
rector of Vocational Pro- 
grams David Norkiewicz 
and Superintendent Brad 
Jackson, Norkiewicz and 
Caira planned for 20 signs 
“because we have 20 voca- 
tional/technical programs” 
at the school. 

They also wanted to give 
the signs an autumn 
(Thanksgiving) theme to 
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measure the average tax 
rate for commercial pro- 
perties. 

She did mention that 
commercial tax doesn’t 
seem to be a deterrent 
from new business com- 
ing to town. 

O’Mahony said, “It’s 
not lost on me that that’s 
difficult for small busi- 
ness owners.” 

Greg Bendel asked Ras- 
sias to provide the same 
information the board 
has been provided with 
in the past regarding the 
different tax rates. 

Sharing his support for 
the maximum proposed 
shift, Kevin Caira said, 
“Whatever relief we can 
give to the residents, I 
think we should do it.” 

The board noted their 
appreciation for this pre- 
sentation and _ unani- 
mously voted in favor of 
the 1.75 percent classifi- 
cation.

COVID vaccines 
expected shortly 
in Commonwealth 


By STAFF REPORT 


BURLINGTON — The 
Department of Public 
Health has alerted area 
hospitals that COVID-19 
vaccines should be ar- 
riving in Massachusetts 
sometime in December 
and that hospital health- 
care personnel will be 
among the first to re- 
ceive them. 

Healthcare personnel 
are defined as “paid or 
unpaid persons who have 
the potential for direct or 
indirect exposure to peo- 
ple with COVID-19 or in- 
fections materials.” 

There are two vaccines 
that are expected to be 
available — one from 
Pfizer and the other 
from Moderna,’ accord- 
ing to the Burlington- 
based Mass. Health & 
Hospital Association. 

Area hospitals like La- 
hey Health & Hospital in 
Burlington, Winchester 
Hospital, Melrose-Wake- 
field Hospital and others 
are members of the 
MH&H Ass’n. who have 
been alerted to the vac- 
cine coming to this area. 

The Pfizer vaccine will 
be shipped in 975-dose 


-cines, 


increments and requires 
ultra-cold storage. But 
facilities will not have to 
purchase special refrig- 
eration units; the Pfizer 
vaccine can be stored at 
-60 degrees to -80 de- 
grees Celsius for up to 15 
days using the thermal 
shipping container in 
which it is delivered, as 
long as the manufactur- 
er’s instructions for re- 
plenishing the dry ice 
are strictly adhered to. 

The Moderna vaccine 
will be shipped in 100- 
dose increments and re- 
quires normal refrigera- 
tion storage. Both vac- 
cines require two doses; 
Pfizer’s 21 days apart 
and 28 days apart for 
Moderna’s. 

Area hospitals are now 
reviewing their storage, 
security, and administer- 
ing procedures for vac- 
_which includes 
identifying the first 975 
healthcare personnel at 
the facility who will re- 
ceive COVID-19 vaccine, 
then the next 975, etc.

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Smallpox killed Wilmington’s Indians

Smallpox, almost un- 
known today, was respon- 
sible for the deaths of hun- 
dreds of Indians in the 
Massachusetts area during 
the year 1609. It was this 
circumstance that enabled 
the Pilgrims to withstand 
their terrible first winter 
(1620), for if there had 
been many natives, they 
most surely would have 
attacked the little colony. 

It was also this circum- 
stance that enabled the 
Puritans to get a foothold 
before the natives had 
regained their strength, 
and thus found the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony. 

French explorer Samu- 
el De Champlain and Eng- 
lishman Capt. John Smith 
explored the New Eng- 
land coast in 1609. Cham- 
plain came south as far 
as Cape Cod, and his ex- 
ploration included the 
Merrimack River. Smith 
reportedly explored the 
Mystie River, coming as 
far as Winchester. 


One party or the other 
had, in its band of men, 
the disease which was al- 
most benign to the white 
men but which was abso- 
lutely fatal to the natives. 

In Andover, at a place 
known as_ Shattuck’s 
Farm, traces of the camp- 
fires around which the 
sick natives huddled, as 
they died, have remained 
as mute testimony. 

Such a place, too, was 
Buck’s Hill in Wilming- 
ton, where the natives had 
a summer encampment 
for hundreds or thou- 
sands of years. They died, 
leaving behind many arti- 
facts, some of which are 
now in the New York Mu- 
seum of Science. Others 
are at the Wilmington 
town museum at the Harn- 
den Tavern. 

Buck’s Hill was a natu- 
ral camping spot for the 
natives. It was high 
enough to catch every 
breeze — important in 
that the breezes discour- 
aged the efforts of the 
ever-present mosquito. 
The site; overlooked a 


large level tract of land 
suitable for farming. 

Nearby. was a_ large 
brook in which alewives 
swarmed every spring, 
providing fertilizer for the 
corn, beans and squash 
which the Indians grew. 

To clear farmland was 
an easy task for the abo- 
rigines of New England. 
They simply set a fire to 
the forest, and if the fire 
raged off into country 30 
or 40 miles away, that was 
of no concern. They then 
planted among the char- 
red remains and in a few 
years, they had a farm. 

It was their cleared land 
that led Roger and Wil- 
liam Buck to settle where 
they did, 63 years after 
the epidemic of 1609 had 
killed the natives. The 
land was already over- 
grown, but still somewhat 
cleared. The Buck home 
is now the oldest house in 
Wilmington. 

Buck’s Hill has yielded a 
treasure trove of native 
artifacts, spear and arrow 
points, knives, chips and 
grinding tools. Chips are 


pieces of stone that were 
worked but discarded, 
due to a flaw. On the east 
side of Woburn Street, 
there is a rock where the 
natives ground their corn, 
a hollowed place in the 
ledge, worn perfectly 
round and smooth. 
Another place in Wil- 
mington where natives 
camped during the sum- 
mer was the high land 
overlooking Martin’s 
Brook along Salem Street. 
Prof. Burtt of the Lowell 
Technological Institute 
collected pottery shards 
and other proofs of the 
encampment there. All 
traces of native activity 
there are entirely gone, 
due to gravel operations. 
A third place in Wilming- 
ton was a site near Hop- 
kins Street and Shawsheen 
Avenue, overlooking the 
Shawsheen River. Al- 
though a few arrowheads 
have been found there, 
there is not sufficient 
proof for this writer that 
there was a semi-perma- 
nent encampment there.

A ‘Hillbilly Elegy’ adaptation, hold the politics

J.D. Vance's "Hillbilly 
Elegy," an election-year 
explainer to liberal Amer- 
ica about the white under- 
class that fueled Donald 
Trump's rise, has been re- 
born as blandly overbaked 
awards bait. 

Ron Howard's adapta- 
tion, penned by Vanessa 
Taylor, has mostly done 
away with the moralizing 
social examination that 
made Vance's bestseller 
— the second half of that 
subtitle, "A Memoir of a 
Family and Culture in Cri- 
sis" — such a lightning 
rod. The 2016 book came at 
the moment many were 
searching for explanations 
for the political shift taking 
place across. Appalachia 
and the Rust Belt. "Hillbilly 
Elegy," a pick-yourself-up- 
by-your-bootstraps cultural 
critique-slash-tribute to the 
author's Ohio-Kentucky 
heritage, emerged as one of 
the trendiest answers. 

Howard's film arrives on 
the heels of another elec- 
tion cycle without a whiff of 
the same analysis — Vance 
wrote of "learned helpless- 
ness" and "something al- 
most spiritual about the 
cynicism of the community 
at large" — and he instead 
leans into the colorful and 
difficult characters of 
Vance's family for a neater 
redemption arc. That has a 
dual effect. This "Hillbilly 
Elegy" has stripped away 
the most sermonizing, de- 
batable parts of the book, 
but it's also denuded it of

any deeper purpose, leaving 
us with a cosplay shell of A- 
list actors chewing rural 
scenery. 

Howard's "Hillbilly 
Elegy," in theaters Wednes- 
day and on Netflix on Nov. 
24, is well-meaning. But it 
teeters constantly on the 
edge of parody, never slow- 
ing down enough to let its 
characters — a shouty, melo- 
dramatic bunch fighting 
through a chaotic world of 
poverty, addiction and abuse 
— come through as much 
more than caricature. If the 
book begat a blizzard of op- 
eds, the film is more likely to 
inspire only memes of its 
most Appalachia soap opera 
moments. 

It's a jumble of timelines 
but the basic shape of "Hill- 
billy Elegy" is a reluctant 
homecoming. J.D. Vance 
(Gabriel Basso as an adult, 
Owen Asztalos as a kid) gets 
a call from his sister (Haley 
Bennett) that their mother 
Bev (Amy Adams) has over- 


dosed. Leaving his girlfriend 
(Freida Pinto), he drives 
home from Yale Law School 
when he's on the cusp of a 
major job interview to the 
decaying steel down of Mid- 
dletown, Ohio. The trip 
forces him to reckon with his 
roots, bringing back a flood 
of memories just as he's 
leaving his past behind. 
Some memories are bet- 
ter than others. Anything 
with grandma, for starters, is 
something to behold. That's 
because Glenn Close, buried 
under prosthetics, a coral 
reef of frizzy hair and plate- 
sized glasses, is the crochety, 
cigarette-smoking, foul- 
mouthed Mamaw. Close, who 
was so brilliantly subtle in 
2018's "The Wife," has just 
about broke the needle in the 
other direction.

Wakefield’s MIKE SOUZA, 
a 2000 UNH graduate, awaits 
his team’s delayed season

Souza, 42, ascended to the

Souza's second season saw 
the Wildeats post their best 
winning percentage in the last 
five seasons with a 15-15-4 
overall record.

The funds raised through the organiza- 
tion’s iconic Red Kettles are at risk this 
year due to COVID-19 while requests for 
services are at an all-time high, report of- 
ficials at their national office. 

Salvation Army officials note that based 
on the increase in services already pro- 
vided in response to the pandemic, the or- 
ganization could serve up to 155 percent 
more people in 2020 with Christmas assis- 
tance, including putting food on the table, 
paying bills, providing shelter and helping 
place gifts under the tree - assuming the 
resources are available.

5TH BOARD MEMBER POSITION 


The Reading Retirement Board is seeking applicants for the Fifth Member position of the 


Reading Retirement Board, to be chosen by the other four Board members, for a three year 
term from April 1, 2021 to March 31, 2024. In accordance with Massachusetts General Law, 
Chapter 32, §20(4), the Fifth Member shall not be an employee, retiree or official of the Read- 
ing Retirement System, or of any of its constituent governmental units. 


The Reading Retirement Board acts as fiduciaries of the Reading Retirement System and 
performs their duties solely in the interest of its members and beneficiaries. The Board over- 
sees the administration of approximately 785 active, retired and inactive members and ben- 


eficiaries and approximately $153.7 million investment portfolio. 


The Board meets once a month, generally the third or fourth Wednesday of each month dur- 
ing regular business hours and at other times as needed. Monthly meetings last from 1-3 
hours plus additional supplemental and emergency meetings as necessary, all meetings are 
held at the Reading Retirement Board Office. This is a volunteer position; Retirement Board 
members are not paid for their time. Day-to-day operations of the Reading Contributory Re- 
tirement System are managed by the Administrator. 


Board Members are required to complete 18 hours of educational training during the three 
year term, and to file Annual Statements of Financial Interest with the Public Employee Re- 
tirement Administration Commission.

Murphy defends her 
choice of going out West

WILMINGTON - With 
only one year of varsity 
lacrosse experience under 
her belt, there is no doubt 
that Wilmington High sen- 
ior goalie Shannon 
Murphy still has plenty of 
room to grow and improve 
her game. And_ that 
should be a scary thought 
for both the Wildcats 
Middlesex League oppo- 
nents for this upcoming 
spring season, as well as 
her potential opponents at 
the college level, as she 
has already proven her- 
self to be an exceptional 
goalie during that one 
year of experience 

Murphy, like every other 
athlete in Massachusetts, 
missed out on what should 
have been her junior sea- 
son this past spring when 
all high school ‘sports 
were canceled due the 
COVID-19 pandemic. But 
even while splitting time 
in net the year before as 
just a sophomore, as well 
as with her stellar play 
her club team, she had 
already done enough to 
attract the attention of 
college recruiters. 

This past week, Murphy 
signed her National Letter 
of Intent with one of those 
colleges, agreeing to 
attend Colorado Mesa 
University in Grand 
Junction, Colorado, where 
she will begin classes in 
the Fall of 2021. 

While she might still be 
a little short on experi- 
ence, Wilmington coach 
Bill Manchester can cer- 
tainly understand what 
attracted Colorado. Mesa, 
as well as several other 
colleges throughout the 
country. 

Manchester took over as 
the Wildcats head coach 
prior to Murphy’s sopho- 
more year, inheriting a 
team that had gone win- 
less the season before. 
And while the improve- 
ment in the win column 
was not great that season, 
as the Wildcats won just 
two games, the Wildcats 
were much more competi- 
tive in many of their 


games, and Murphy was a 
big part of the reason 
why, even as she split time 
in goal with Megan 
Santry. 

“She played half the 
game for us as a sopho- 
more and she was unbe- 
lievable,” Manchester 
said. “As a team we strug- 
gled, but opposing coach- 
es would comment on all 
the time on how good she 
was. Teams would pepper 
her with shots and she 
made great saves to keep 
us in games.” 

Her efforts that season, 
along with her strong play 
for Storm Club Lacrosse 
led her to some great 
opportunities to visit 
schools that were interest- 
ed in her talents, in person 
at first and then virtually. 
But in the end, despite 
having other opportuni- 
ties, Colorado Mesa stood 
out for her for several rea- 
sons, not the least of 
which was head coach 
Shannon McHale. 

McHale will take over 
the reins at Colorado 
Mesa this season, but she 
has already won 165 
games in her career at 
other stops before taking 
over for the Mavericks. 

“I was in the recruiting 
process for over a year 
and I had been visiting 
schools around the east 
coast, but I decided that I 
wanted to see some other 
places and I really liked 
Colorado Mesa,” Murphy 
said. “I want to be a phys- 
ical therapist, and they 
have a great exercise sci- 
ence program. A big part 
of it was also the area. It 
is about an hour away 
from the Colorado 
Monument and it is just a 
beautiful area.” 

“Then there was the pro- 
gram itself. They have a 
really great new coach 
(Shannon McHale) and I 
really love what she has in 
store for the program. I 
am really looking forward 
to playing for her.” 

Manchester was happy 
to see Murphy end up in 
such a great situation at 
Colorado Mesa, especially 
considering the unusual

year’s recruiting season, 
which severely limited her 
exposure to _ potential 
recruiters. 

“She would have been 
our full-time goalie in her 
junior year. So not only 
did she miss out on that, 
but probably the tougher 
thing for her as far as 
recruiting is, she missed 
out on all the showcases 
and things like that she 
would have played for her 
club team after the sea- 
son, and that is where 
coaches are usually look- 
ing for players,” 
Manchester said. “That 
was obviously devastating 
for her as far as recruiting 
went, so I am happy that 
it worked out for her. She 
is a hard working kid and 
she has worked for every- 
thing she has gotten. She 
deserves this.” 

As grateful as Murphy 
was for the opportunity to 
see so many schools, she 
is also happy to be able to 
put it behind her before 
her senior season gets 
underway. 

“The while process was a 
little stressful, but I defi- 
nitely learned a lot from it 
and from all of the camps 
I went to. It was a good 
experience in a lot of 
ways, but I am glad to be 
done with it,” Murphy 
said.

Losing out on her junior 
year was indeed a devas- 
tating blow for Murphy, 
but not so much for pur- 
poses of her recruitment.

Back in early October, 
the Town Crier featured 
Riley and at that time he 
had yet to decide about his 
plans after WHS. After 
officially signing on to 
become a River Hawk, he 
said he still can't believe 
that he's going from a 
Division 4 high school pro- 
gram to a Division 1 colle- 
giate program. 

“It really just felt surre- 
al,” he said of the NLI 
Day.

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From head football coach to promoting coaches 


Petrelis going deep with popular Podcast show 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - If you 
spend time on _ social 
media, especially with 
Twitter and you follow the 
local high school pro- 
grams, coaches and 
media outlets, you proba- 
bly have come across a 
new Podcast site which 
has taken off as fast as a 
pass coming out of the 
arm of Patrick Mahomes. 


Wilmington resident 
Anthony Petrelis - who 
previously spent two 


years as the Arlington 
Catholic Cougars head 
football coach resigning 
after the 2019 season after 
enduring a mini heart 
attack earlier in the sea- 
son -- has started up a site 
called, “Beyond X's and 
O's Podcast.” 

This hour-plus show airs 
once a week to “highlight 
and showcase coaches 
and their programs at the 
high school and college 
levels.” 

This podcast show is cer- 
tainly unique. Petrelis fea- 
tures coaches, from .all 
different schools and in 
each interview session, he 
gets into the personal side 
of coaches in an informa- 
tive, relaxed type atmos- 
phere. He caps each one 
of them off with a fun, 
two-minute drill, firing off 
questions with coaches 
responding with one or 
two word answers, 

“My biggest goal from 
doing this and I tell the 
coaches this when we 
talk, is I want to promote 
you and your program, 
specifically you,” he said. 
“As a coach, you do a lot, 
there's a lot behind closed 
doors that people don't 
know about. People judge 
you with what's on the 
field, the product and 
your record and rightfully 
so, but there's also anoth- 
er aspect to the job that a 
lot of people are unaware 
of that you do on a con- 
stant basis. That's what I 
want shine on. 

“T want people to see 
these shows and realize 
that 'wow this coach is a 
great person’ or 'wow this 
is the person who coaches 
my son or daughter’ or 
"this is great that the foot- 
ball program has this 
coach, who is doing all of 
the right things'. I want 
the coaches to look great 
because I think anybody 
who coaches and spends 
time with kids is a caring 
person. I want people to 
see the whole picture of 
them.” 

The first episode started 
in early September and 
back on November 20th, 
his tenth show featured 
Wilmington High School 
football coach Craig 
Turner, who was an excel- 
lent guest. 

Petrelis recently 
released an_ interview 
with Ashley Tsoukalas, 
the head girls lacrosse 
coach at Central Catholic, 
and this upcoming week 
will be a feature with old 
friend Jay Keane, the for- 
mer WHS Girls Hoop 
coach, who went was 
named the state's Coach 
of the Year after leading 
Malden Catholic, a team 
of ninth and tenth graders 
to the sectional semi- 
finals. 

Petrelis resigned from 
coaching after the com- 
pletion of the 2019 football 
season. Then just a few 
months later, when

COVID-19 hit, he came up 
with the idea. 

“One night during quar- 
antine, I started to think 
about a lot of my friends 
who coach spring sports 
and who at the time were 
affected by COVID-19,” he 
said. “I would touch base 
with them and also stay in 
touch with a lot of the 
football players who were 
playing a spring sport. I 
was listening to the coach- 
es stories and I said to 
myself that I really want- 
ed to stay involved with 
high school sports. I knew 
how hard I worked over a 
long period of time. 
There’s so many things 
off the field that coaches 
do and no one ever recog- 
nizes or realizes you do 
these things. I thought 
that it would be great to 
have a place where coach- 
es could share their sto- 
ries. They could share 
their stories about things 
they do or have done that 
many people don't realize, 
things they do before a 
game starts besides look- 
ing at records or scores. 
People get to see exactly 
what a coach does and 
everything that’s involved 
in the job. 

“During that spring, 
talking to all of these 
coaches, I found it amaz- 
ing that the coaches were 
doing all of these things to 
stay on top of what their 
student-athletes were 
doing. I looked across the 
state and there was really 
nothing dedicated in this 
area, of getting in depth 
with local coaches and 
getting to know them a lit- 
tle bit more. This way 
gives me a way to stay 
revelant with people, 
coaches and high school 
sports. I just felt like there 
was nothing out there for 
this kind of Podcast. 

“T then educated myself 
with Podcasts. I did a lot 
of reading and a lot of 
video watching. I ended 
up getting a producer and 
she signed on_ pretty 
quickly and that's my 
wife Jenna. She does on 
all of the fancy stuff, does 
the YouTube stuff and she 
is just so good technology 
wise. I would be nothing 
without her.” 


A COACHING 
BACKGROUND 


Petrelis, 37, grew up in 
Medford. He attended 
Arlington Catholic, played 
three sports, football 
(wide receiver/safety), 
ice hockey and ran track, 
graduating in 2001. He 
served as a captain of the 
football team during his 
senior year along with 
one of his good friends, 
Kevin Bowen, who is the 
son of WHS running back 
great Jack Bowen. 

“We were captains 
together and he's one of 
my really close friends,” 
said Petrelis. “He was a 
really good player. He was 
real physical, a big kid, 
smart and knew the game 
really well. On the defen- 
sive line, he was a mis- 
match because other 
teams had a lot of trouble 
blocking him. He went on 
to play football at 
Norwich and he was a 
real good player.” 

After graduating from 
high school,  Petrelis 


attended Lasell College 
(now University), gradu- 
ating in 2005 with a degree 
in elementary education. 
“T didn't play any sports 
there,” he 


said.

“Truthfully, I went to 
Lasell for education and I 
took becoming an educa- 
tor pretty serious. I truly 
didn't have the passion to 
continue to play sports at 
that next level.” 

Immediately after grad- 
uating, he landed a job as 
a fifth grade teacher at 
the McGlynn Elementary 
School in Medford. He 
also landed a position as a 
coach, going back to AC. 

“My high school coach 
Serge Clivio had reached 
out to me about coaching 
at the freshman level 
back at Arlington 
Catholic. I convinced my 
older brother (Chris) to 
coach with me. We both 
played for Serge at AC. 
My brother coached with 
me for four years and 
then after he left, I stayed 
on with the program (tak- 
ing two years off, but up 
until 2019),” said Petrelis. 

Petrelis served as the 
freshmen coach before 
becoming the defensive 
coordinator. 

“The culture there was 
we always scored a mil- 
lion points, but we could- 
n't stop anybody and were 
in a lot of shoot-outs,” he 
said. “One of my biggest 
goals heading in as the 
defensive coordinator was 
to toughen up defensively 
and we did. We were win- 
ning a lot more games 
that were low scoring and 
we didn't have to go out 
and score three or four 
touchdowns a game to 
win. That was my biggest 
goal heading in was to 
change that reputation 
that we could score with 
anyone but couldn't stop 
anyone.” 

In 2008, his second sea- 
son as the team's DC, 
Arlington Catholic cap- 
tured the Division 3 Super 
Bowl championship title. 
The Cougars avenged a 
loss to Swampscott the 
year before with a 22-9 
victory in the old playoff 
format, which advanced 
the team to the grand 
finale at Gillette Stadium. 
That's when AC defeated 
Norton, 32-20. 

The following year the 
Cougars led the entire 
state in least points 
against, averaging less 
than ten per game. 


Petrelis stayed on as DC . 


through the end of the 
2015 season, all under 
Serge Clivio, the highly 
respected, Hall of Fame 
Coach, who spent 29 years 
guiding the program. 


AN ASSEMBLY 
TO REMEMBER 


In the 2014-15 school 
year, Petrelis was going 
through his normal rou- 
tine of teaching and then 
coaching football. When 
he was at school, he 
organized all kinds of 
after school programs 
such as three basketball 
leagues, flag football and 
he also did a number of 
educational programs 
with the kids. 

“That school year, I won 
'The Milken Educator 
Award'. It's given to forty 
teachers a year across the 
country and I was a recip- 
ient,” he said. “It was out 
of the blue - I had no idea 
about winning it. We had 
an assembly that day. No 
one knew what it was 
about. The only one who 
knew was the principal.” 

The assembly was to 
honor their Milken 
Educator Award winner., 
Mr. Petrelis. Besides 
being recognized by his 
school and the _ kids, 
Petrelis was also awarded 
$25,000 for being selected 
to his elite group of excel- 
lent teachers throughout 
the country. He said that 
the money was used to 
buy his house in 
Wilmington, and _ since 
2015 he has resided here in 
town. 

“Then my life kind of got 
crazy after that. I got a lot 
of job offers and was fly- 
ing around all across the 
country. I went to Kansas 
City, I was down in 
(Washington) D.C., and I 
went to a lot of different 


_ places in terms of win- 


ning that award and 
where it brought me,” he 
said. 

That chaotic few months 
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Wilmington resident Anthony Petrelis, the former head football coach at Arlington 
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Catholic, has started a new popular Podcast show, devoted to other high school coach- 


es across the state. 


led him to make a very 
difficult decision. 

“At that time, coaching 
wasn't in the cards for me 
just because of the com- 
mitment that I had to 
make (with my profes- 
sion),” he explained. “I 
had a really long conver- 
sation with Serge. We had 
always had the talk that I 
would take over after him, 
so I had to have a real 
honest conversation with 
him about my career and 
the opportunities that I 
had in front of me. I ended 
up leaving coaching for a 
couple of years.” 

Later on, he elected to 
stay at McGlynn, but gave 
up coaching for the next 
two years. 

“When the (head coach 
position) opened up (after 
the 2017 season), Serge 
reached out to me to 
apply. There were other 
real strong candidates 
and after taking a few 
years off, I didn't think 
that I would have a 
chance, but they really 
liked what I had to say 
and the direction I wanted 
to bring the program. 
Then I got the job.” 

Said Clivio to the Boston 
Herald, “"Anthony is an 
outstanding choice as the 
next head coach. I am 
thrilled that he will be 
able to bring his knowl- 
edge, energy, school pride 
and character to the pro- 
gram. I know that the 
team will have a great 
coach and an even better 
person.” 

That first year the 
Cougars finished 2-8 over- 
all, which included a loss 
to Arlington on 
Thanksgiving Day. That 
game ended an 1ll-year 
rivalry with the school, 
and AC then agreed to 
play Shawsheen Tech on 
Turkey Day, starting in 
2019. 

He said that despite the 
record, he felt as if the 
program had made a lot 
of progress from the start 
of the season until the 
end. 

“The year before I got 
there, they were like 4-1 
and then lost like six con- 


secutive games and they. 


gave up a lot of points,” 
said Petrelis. “That was 
one of the points of 
emphasis when I took the 
position. It wasn't that I 
wanted to change a lot 
because Serge runs a 
tremendous program, it 
was just toughing our 
team up and I don't mean 
physically, I mean mental- 
ly. I wanted to prepare 
them for tough situations 
and try to prepare them 
mentally to be tougher in 
tougher situations. That 
was something I noticed 
in films, in interviews the 
kids and talking to some 
of the returning coaches. 
It just seemed like when 
games were close, we 
would lose our mental 
toughness. 

“That was a big empha- 
sis for me that we would 
be mentally prepared for 
everything. Surely we 
were, but that first year 
we finished 2-8 and we lost 
six games by seven points 
or less. We were in games 
and we played a pretty 
tough schedule with 
Bishop Fenwick, Cardinal 
Spellman and St. Mary's 
all loaded teams and two 
of those three teams went 
to the Super Bow] in their 
respective division that 
year. We played some 
pretty good teams and we 
played tough against 
them. I was _ happy 


because I saw how much 
mentally tougher we were 
getting and how much 
more physical we were 
getting, especially on 
defense. 

“T wish I had a little bit 
more time with that team 
because defensively we 
were very good. We had 
two linebackers who were 
out of this world, that I 
hadn't seen at that school 
in a very long time. I 
knew that we could do a 
lot on defense because I 
could trust those guys.” 

Petrelis said that his 
teams usually played a 3-4 
type of defense. 

“We were a very disci- 
plined, gap controlled 
defensive team. We made 
sure defensive linemen 
and linebackers account- 
ed for every gap and they 
knew what their responsi- 
bilities were. Another 
stressing point that we 
had was a lot of walk- 
throughs - here we go 
they are in this set, what 
do we do and this is what 
we're going to call. OK 
boom, next set, what are 
we going to do? We did a 
lot of teaching and I found 
that doing a lot of teach- 
ing made us play faster on 
the field the day of the 
game.” 


A TRIP TO THE 
NURSE'S OFFICE 


In December of 2018, 
Petrelis and his wife 
became proud parents of 
twins, a girl, Ruby and a 
boy, Anthony, Jr. Nine 
months later, the football 
season started out with 
non-league losses _ to 
Watertown and Bedford, 
two teams Turner and his 
staff defeated in 2018. 
Petrelis woke up one 
morning to head to 
school, which would be 
followed by a practice as 
the team geared up for 
another tough match-up 
with Bishop Fenwick, who 
also played and defeated 
Wilmington this past year. 

“T was going to work and 
didn't feel right. My arm 
was tingling and I knew 
something wasn't right. I 
figured the best thing to 
do was to get to work. I 
got into school and my 
chest was bothering me, I 
was having trouble 
breathing and my eyes 
were blurry. I went to the 
nurse's office and just 
asked them to call 9-1-1 
because I was pretty sure 
that I was having a heart 
attack,” he said. “I missed 
a few weeks of football 
and I went back to it and 
gutted it out. I felt like I 
would disappoint the kids 
(if I didn't go back). They 
had worked so hard and I 
just wanted to be there 
with them. I spent a lot of 
time with them, involved 
with the program, 
involved in the off-season, 
getting transfers in, mak- 
ing sure kids grades were 
right and I felt like we 
were building on some- 
thing pretty good. I knew 
that I had to be there and 
steer the ship. It was 
tough. Physically I didn't 
feel great. 

“Then I had twin babies 
at home so I would come 
home to try to be a good 
father, a good husband 
and it was just wearing on 
me. I just felt like I was 
young enough and I could 
get back into coaching at 
some point, but being a 
father and being healthy 
are too important for me 
(to do anything else).” 

From the health scare

and the busier life at 
home, Petrelis had to 
make another tough deci- 
sion of actually walking 
away as the head coach. 

“TI had to re-evaluate 
some things. It was hard 
because it was just my 
second year as the head 
coach. We got more num- 
bers in the program, we 
started playing a tougher 
schedule and unfortunate- 
ly I couldn't see it 
through. I was a little 
bummed that we were 
making a turn and I 
couldn't be there for it. I 
love the school so it's all 
good. Things are going 
well there so that's all I 
care about. 

“(The mini heart attack) 
was really scary. Before 
that I never had any 
health issues like that. 
Who knows, it could have 
been the stress of every- 
thing? It's good because 
of that, I was able to get 
my health in check, I'm 
eating right, I exercise a 
lot more and just do what 
the doctors tell me to do.” 


Shawsheen Tech 
Football coach Al 
Costabile has known 


Petrelis for many years 
now as the two schools 
faced each other in non- 
league and playoff games, 
and then last 
Thanksgiving, which was 
Anthony's final game as 
head coach. 

"Anthony is a great guy, 
and a great football guy,” 
said Costabile. “He is the 
type of guy that players 
like to play for and other 
coaches like to coach 
with, and that is good 
stuff. He is just an all- 
around great guy, and a 
great coach. He did the 
right thing. In a situation 
like that you have to take 
care of yourself and take 
care of your family. I wish 
him the very best." 


STAYING INVOLVED 


Now 14 months after 
that health scare and no 
longer affiliated as a head 
football coach, Petrelis 
wanted to stay in touch 
with the high school 
sports world, mainly here 
in Massachusetts. He 
started the Podcasts in 
early September and his 
first guest of course was 
Clivio. 

Since then he's had the 
football coaches from 
KIPP Academy, 
Arlington, Cambridge, St. 
Bernard's, ArchBishop 
Williams and then Turner. 
In addition, he's had the 
girls lacrosse coaches 
from Medford and Central 
Catholic, the basketball 
coach from Millis and 
then Keane. He will also 
have the Boston College 
Video Producer Brent 
Greenberg in for a show 
to talk about how high 
school coaches can ele- 
vate their social. media 
pages to further promote 
their programs. 

“T have ideas to expand 
it with assistant coaches 
or college coaches,” said 
Petrelis. “I want to get 
more comfortable with 
this, but I've had some 
coaches, mostly football 
coaches, from out of state 
contact me about doing 
something and I may do 
that down the line, maybe 
in the spring or some- 
thing. I am booked right 
now until the end of 
February. I do have a lot 
of plans for it for sure but 
right now I'm really 
happy where it's at. It's 
growing and that's what 
is important to me.”

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
While every school 
around the state (and the 
country for that matter) 
had to learn how to deal 
with the “new normal” of 
2020 this fall, the teams

The teams did, however, 
adapt and each sub varsi- 
ty squad made the most of 
a difficult situation to 
have successful seasons, 
whether it was in terms of 
wins and losses, or just 
gaining whatever experi- 
ence they could in hopes 
of eventually moving up to 
the varsity level. 


FRESHMAN BOYS 
SOCCER 


The Wildcats Freshman 
Boys Soccer team battled 
their way to a 3-2 record 
under the direction of sev- 
enth year head coach 
Colin Foley, showing 
tremendous improved 
from the beginning of the 
season to the end behind a 
group of players eager to 
climb the ladder in the 
Wildcats Soccer program. 

The Wildcats improve- 
ment was dramatic in 
some cases, and was 
never more evident than 
in their last game of the 
season when they pulled 
out a 2-1 thriller over a 
previously undefeated 
Melrose team that had 
beaten them 5-1 just the 
week before. 

“The first time we 
played them, we lost to 
them 5-1, and they carried 
play throughout most of 
the game,” Foley said. 
“However, this time 
around the team was defi- 
nitely motivated coming 
off that loss and knew it 
was their last game.

This year was tough on 
the players and coaches, 
because we were limited 
in what we could do in 
practices and how many 
practices we could have.

Even in the midst of 
rule changes, limited 
practice time and a global 
pandemic, the Wildcats 
did have several young 
players step up and show 
that they could be a big 
part of the future of 
Wilmington High Soccer, 
including center defender 
Remy Elliott and sweeper 
Hunter Sands as well as 


defender Charles Rosa. 

“Remy is a smart player. 
He is aggressive, and he is 
intelligent with his ball 
movement. He can send a 
ball up as well beat kids 1- 
on- 1. He will win the ball 
in the air and knows the 
game,” Foley _ said. 
“Hunter is calm, cool, and 
collected with the ball and 
never panics. Hunter 
plays the game soundly 
and makes the smart and 
safe play and distributes 
the ball up field. Charles 
has good speed, very elu- 
sive with the ball. Charles 
forces the opposing for- 
wards into traffic and dis- 
rupts them well.” 

The Wildeats also got 
strong efforts from their 
midfielders, led by Ben 
Marvin, along with Aiden 
Burke and Jonathan 
Foresyth. 

Ben has great footwork 
and is well balanced in 
playing both defense and 
offense when we are tran- 
sitioning,” Foley said. 
“Aiden Jonathan both 
played forward and mid- 
field. They complimented 
each other well and pro- 
vided a lot of offense for 
us.” 

The Wildcats were also 
strong on the back end, 
with Jake Bourgeois doing 
a great job in net for the 
team. 

“Jake did really well,” 
Foley said. “He made 
some really big saves for 
us, especially in the last 
game against Melrose 
that gave us a huge win.” 

Along with their 
improvement throughout 
the season, the thing 
Foley was most proud of 
this season was how his 
team dealt with all of the 
adversity they faced.

Prior to the break, the 
Wildcats had given a 
glimpse of what might 
have been in a normal 
season, with an impres- 
sive 41 win over 
Stoneham. 

“That was a really good 
game for us- a complete 
effort from the whole 
team,” Ingram said.
